DON’T  PICK  ON  THE  ARTSDES 

Dear  Editor, 

Although  the  paper  you  now  publish  is  far  from 
that  published  only  a few  years  ago,  some  subtle 
items  remain  to  which  you  are  oblivious  or  have 
chosen  to  ignore.  We  spoke  together  on  some  of 
them,  and  parted  with  the  agreement  that  you 
would  publish  my  written  repudiation  to  your 
arguments. 

You'll  agree  thai  there  is  a large 
anti-Engincering  sentiment  in  the  public  and  the 
non- Engineering  student  body  in  particular.  A 
regular  scan  of  the  articles  and  letter  sections  of 
the  Toronto  dailies  and  the  U of  T papers  will 
provide  ample  evidence  of  this.  I blamed  in  pan 
the  generally  prevailing  attitude  that  Engineering 
is  the  only  degree  worth  working  for  at  the 
University  of  Toronto.  I then  argued  that  you  as 
editor  of  the  Toike  Oike,  perpetrate  this  attitude 
with  every  "artsie"-derisory  joke  you  publish. 

The  jokes  can  be  excused,  you  first  contended, 
as  mere  inter-faculty  rivalry.  Perhaps  1 would 
agree  with  you  if  they  wcrtri  l accompanied  by  the 
constant  indoctrination  we  give  our  students 
throughout  their  schooling  here.  For  instance,  we 
(upperclassmen)  teach  fust-year  students  songs 
that  clearly  denigrate  non-Engineering  students, 
and  then  continually  inculcate  them  with  dogmatic 
fervor  at  every  turn.  At  one  point  during  our 
discussion,  even  you  concurred  with  the  idea  of 
"Engineering  supremacy".  The  point  that 
delineates  school  spirit  and  blind  emulation  is  to 
subtle  for  us  to  risk  missing  - we  would  do  better 
to  stay  far  away  from  it.  Right  now  the  jokes  only 
further  serve  to  propagandize  our  students. 

During  our  conversation,  you  then  contended 
that  the  jokes  are  funny,  and  besides,  you  are  only 
responding  to  the  "Engineer  bashing"  regularly 
published  elsewhere,  first,  the  anti-"ansie"  jokes 
stop  being  funny  when  you  realize  that  in  essence 


they  arc  no  different  from  racist  of  sexist  slurs. 
Because  of  their  similarity,  they  should  not  be 
published  for  the  same  reasons  the  others  are  not. 
Second,  to  say  that  you  are  responding  to  outside 
influences  means  that  you  do  care  about  are 
image,  and  you  must  realize  that  a til-for-tat 
attitude  is  futile,  not  to  mention  immature. 

Certainly  we  can  blame  much  of  our  unfounded 
feeling  of  superiority  on  the  system.  We  are 
isolated  from  the  main  student  body  and  have 
scarce  contact  with  non-engineering  students  in 
our  classes;  we  are  given  a workload  that  gives  us 
little  spare  time  to  explore  the  rest  of  the 
University  and  permits  arrogance  to  creep  into  our 
voice  as  we  describe  our  courses  (as  if  we  are  the 
only  ones  who  study  higher  order  differential 
equations);  we  have  role  models  that  believe  that 
the  "soft"  issues  aren’t  as  important  as  technical 
issues;  and  finally,  we  are  offered  what  can  only 
be  called  a pathetic  education  in  the  Liberal  Arts. 

Some  things  we  can  do  include  reducing  the 
number  of  courses  we  take  per  semester  like  our 
American  counter-parts  have  done  (it  does  not 
follow  that  the  workload  must  be  less  - simply  the 
apparent  workload);  permit  and  mandate  more 
n on-tcchnical  courses  which  present  us  the 
challenge  of  2500-word  essays  (to  construct  a 
well -crafted  argument  is  difficult,  allow  us  to  leam 
and  appreciate  what  our  fellow  students  must  do); 
and  tell  our  fellow  students  that  they  will  require 
us  if  our  country  is  to  compete  with  highly 
technical  countries  like  Germany  and  Japan,  and 
ask  them  to  support  our  efforts. 

Luckily,  your  responsibility  is  significantly 
smaller.  Discourage  expressing  insolence  in  the 
articles  and  cartoons  you  publish  and  help  dissolve 
the  attitude  that  has  caused  us  already  loo  much 
ill-feeling  and  loss  of  face.
